A World Asset 


When one remembers that the Day 
Scout movement is made up of ike 
largest organized force of boys in 
history and that the Boy Scouts o‘. 
America, celebrating its twenti-tli 
anniversary, makes up nearly half of 
that membership, it is of especial 
significance to note that the pur¬ 
suits of Scouting are the pursuits o 
peace. The chief purpose of the m ;v 
ment is character building and the 
training of boys for citizenship wi.h 
out regard to nationality, race, cr ed 
or color. Few movements in hist rj 
have had higher aims. Probably 
none has succeeded in so great a 
measure in furnishing inspiration to 
boys. 

Scouting takes the power and in¬ 
herent gang instinct of -a boy and dir¬ 
ects it into useful charn Is. It h's 
established a reputation among boy; 
as a great adventerous game. Ad¬ 
ults hasv e found It to be true to its 
claim—an educational institution 
which builds character. 

The Boy Scout in liis khaki unifo. ni 
is a knight-errant, and he is found in 
every part of the world. The Scout 
oath and law, like King Arthur's 
code of knighthood, seta a standard 
which appeals to the idealism of every 
boy. Such Scout laws as, “A Scout 
fg trustworthy," "A Scout is loyal,” 
‘‘A Scput is brave" and “A Scout is 
reverent,” are interesting, but it is 
the fact that Scouts generally, live 
up to them that is significant. The 
record of the organization in nearly 
a -hundred lands shows that they 
really do.

Six hundred doc¬ 
tors properly distributed in Alberts 
would lower deaths from maternity 
complications, reduce Infant mortal- 
'ty and Improve general health. The 
Minister of Health, Mr. Hoadcy, in- 
roduced an amendment urging cr 
pansion of the present efforts toward 
public health with continued study of 
state medicine. Both Mr. Shaw r.nd 
Mr. Brownlee were in accord with t'l 
general Idea, but opposed the motior 
for lack of authoritat've knowledge 
a3 to the probable cost.

Fascinating Links la 
Canada's History 


Ottawa, March 4—(Special to the 
Recorder)—Another connecting link 
with the Old Regime in Canada has 
been established by the securing of a 
picture of Charles de Menou, Senlg- 
aeur d’Aunny Charnisay by the Dom¬ 
inion Archives at Ottawa. Tho port¬ 
rait was considered a "find" as It was 
aot thought there was a picture of 
he former governor until a few years 
igo. 

At exposition held last year ln 
Paris a miniature was shown which 
was owned by d'Aunay'srelatlvcs and 
it is from the miniature that the pres 
ent painting has been made. It is 
'arge and well framed and has lust 
• ecn received from the photographers 
iy Dr. Kenny at the Archives. The 
-'ictuie is that of a young man. with 
k.iid’y eyes and long, fair hair His 
collar, which -s at is -hod t.j his mll- 
tary suit, is edged with beautiful lac,, 
and the eyes do not revert to the det 
ails, but rather to the strong charact 
ar which is l’ned in the face. 

The story of D’Aunay Charisay is 
old by Parkal in Vol. 1 of his Old 
Tegime in Canada. There he tells of 
he coming to Canada of D'Aunay In 
1632, avith his cousin Claude de Raz- 
Uy. He was a gentleman of birth and 
haracter and they settled on tha 
Acadian lands. Razllly, who represen¬ 
ted King Louis, died in 1635 and left 
his authority to D'Aunay and nobody 
disputed his authority except La Tour 
La Tour had been sent to Acadia by 
Sir William Alexandra and was made 
baronet of Novia Scotia,, a new 
title which King James had authoriz¬ 
ed on people of consideration aiding 
him in his work of colnizlng Acadia 
La Tour pretended to be independent 
if D’Aunay in virtue of his commiss¬ 
ion from the Crown and his grant, 
which was of lands at Cape Sable. 
Hence rose dissensions that at last 
prew Into war. 

La Tour ruled over his little king- 
lom at Cape Sable, avith Its rocks, 
fogs and breakers, its seal haunted 
Jets and iron bound shores guarded 
iy Fort Lomeron, which he called 
Fort La Tour. On the other side of 
he peninsula D’Aunay reigned at 
Port Royal like a feudal lord. Then 
La Tour to strengthen himself against 
his formidale neighbor, got from the 
company of New France the grant of 
a tract of land at the mouth of the 
river St. John, where he built a fort 
and called it after his own name, 
hough it was better known as Fort 
3t. Jean. Then a bitter feud started 
letween the two chiefs, each claiming 
lands occupied by the other. Fights 
followed in which the King sent sold¬ 
iers from France to aid D'Aunay and 
La Tour was a fugitive. D'Aunay was 
drowned in 1650 not far from the 
mouth of the Annapolis while in a 
canoe. Madame La Tour had died a 
violent death in 1644. and 1653 Mad¬ 
ame D’Aunay married the foe of her 
late husband, La Tour. 

Requests are received quite often at 
the Archives for a picture of Madame 
La Tour but so far they have been 
unable to locate one at all.

In the fall. They are carrieo through 
the winter pn good roughage such a 1 
oat sheaves sweet clover oralfalfa hay 
home silage if it is available, and a 
grain ration sufficient tokeep th- 
calves thrifty and growing. In the 
spring they are turned out on the 
pasture—mostly sweet clover in Man¬ 
itoba. though a small field of brome is 
a good starter for the early month or 
six weeks. On pasture the calves are 
still fed a grain ration, this being in¬ 
creased as they near the finishing per 
iod. When the calves are pretty well 
along and the market appears right, 
• hey are puK into the feed lot and 
given a quick finish in three or four 
weeks. In this way good finished 
calves arc available for the better 
class butchers during the summer and 
early fall months, at a time when 
very little fat stuff is available. This 
pleases the butcher and his customers, 
and the Manitoba and Montana people 
are learning that it is a cheap and 
profitable way to finish calves for a 
premium market. The calves, weigh 
ing around 350 pounds in the fall, arc 
generally turned off around 850 to 950

IiLD CROSS ANNUAL MEETING 


The main feature under discussion 
at the Annual Meeting of the Alberta 
Red Cross Society, which was held 
in Calgary on Saturday the 15th. Feb 
was the definite need for greater supp 
At if the Society is to continue to ex 
ist in this Province. The financial 
statement presented to the meeting 
showed a deficit on last year's opera¬ 
tions of $13,500,00 and as there is no 
capitol fund from which the Society 
can draw, it is obviously impossible 
for this to be continued. In consequ 
ence, thc Executive made drastic re¬ 
actions all the way along the line, 
and presented a budget calling for an 
expenditure of nearly $12,000.00 less 
fhan in 1929. The work of tho Division 
has been on economical basis, and 
therefore the cuts that were made, 
were very larely made in tho services 
which have been renderd. Despit 
these cuts, tho Division is facing a 
deficit of $5,000,00 at the end of 19 )0 
unless the revenue for 1930 can bn 
increased by this amount over that re¬ 
ceived in 1929 hence the definite app¬ 
eal which was mode at the Animal- 
Meeting for greater sippoit 

The reports which were read at the 
meeting by the Commissioner showed 
a really slendid work done during 
1929, 180 Crippled Children were trea¬ 
ted in tlie two Hospitals in Calgary 
and Edmonton and as a matter ol 
tact, over 031,000 v.»s spent Ity tie: 
Red Cross on f.iippled Children's 
work in 1923. Of Ihcse lbC child, en. 
nearly half were orthopaedic cassi. r* 
quiring long hospitalizatin. These 
children came from 97 different points 
in the Province and represented 20 
different nationalities, giving rome 
idea of the wideness of the work. 
The Junior Red Cross work showed a 
remarkable Increase of six thousand 
members bringing the total to just 
under 38,000 enrolled as Junior Red 
Cross members, in 1460 brandies 
throughout the Province. There is no
